| ETIREMENT of A. T. Mercier as 

president of Southern Pacific, effec- 
tive December 31, and election of D. J. 
Russell, now executive vice president, as 
his successor, was announced by the 
Board of Directors November 15, The 
retiring president will continue to serve 
as a director of the Company. 

Appointment of D, J, McGanney as 
vice president was announced as the 
Bulletin was going to press. 

In clesing a distinguished career of 
over 48 years, President Mercier can 
look back with pride on a record of 
many outstanding accomplishments. 

Ten years ago, on December 11, 1941, 
his 60th birthday, Armand T. Mercier 
became president of Southern. Pacific 
Company. Just four days after the Japa- 
nese attack on Pear! Harbor, he walked 
into the biggest railroading job ever 
known. Not only was it his responsi- 
bility to keep in efficient operation the 
great network of rail lines upon which 
the West and Southwest depend, but to 
keep the tracks clear for the greatest 
war load in history.

Jeans in 1881, dates his railroad experi- 
ence back to 1904, when he joined SP 
as a transit man in a survey gang work- 
ing out of Los Angeles. The year before 
he had graduated ftom Tulane Univer- 
sity with a degree in engineering, 

From his earliest days with Southern 
Pacific, he was to know the meaning of 
service on a railroad’s battlefront, coping 
with flood, fire, wind and snow. 

Soon after ‘he joined the Company an 
old-timer told him, “If you're looking for 
an easy job you can find it. - There are 
always plenty of easy jobs and -you can 
land one. . Bat temember, it won't take 
you very far. The jobs that pay the big 
dividends are the hard jobs—so hard 
that few persons want.to-tackle them.” 
it was advice he never forgot. 


A short time later he was sent to the 
Indio district to assist Roadmaster John 
M. Tangney. He advanced from the job 
of roadmaster’s clerk to roadmaster’s 
assistant, supervising track gangs and 
directing the construction of a system of 
storm ditches, A slender youth, he was 
unprepared physically for the heavy 
work, and contracted typhoid fever. 


After his recovery, “Ted” as his fel- 
low workers called him, was transferred 
to supervision of maintenance gangs 
working along the branch line then un- 
der construction from Old Beach (now 
Niland) toward Calexico. Roadmaster 
Tangney had all he could do to cover 
the regular maintenance work on his 
main line, se young Mercier was given

In August, 1905, the Colorado River, 
swollen by heavy rains, broke through 
its banks and began pouring into the 
Salton Sea, along whose edge the South- 
ern Pacific main line crossed Imperial 
Valley. It was necessary to move the 
main line back as the water rose, and to 


Mercier fel] a large part of the respon 
hility for the job. Eleven times the track 
was moved to higher land as the sea 
climbed after it, sometimes covering the 
rails, There were times when Tangney 
and Mercier, wearing rubber boots, had 
to walk ahead of the trains in water up 
to two feet deep to make sure the track

was still there. Not once did they fail to 
get a train through. 

When five floods in succession almost 
completely wiped out a section of the 
Colorado’s bank, and torrents of water 
poured into below-sea-level Imperial 
Valley, President Theodore Roosevelt 
telegraphed an appeal to Southern Pa- 
cific to close the break at all cost. Ted 
Mercier became assistant engineer, and 
took a great part in the fight against the 
rampaging river. For a full year the 
railroad fought the break, building 
trestles and dumping rock fill, Three 
times the trestles were broken away by 
the rushing water. Finally, on February 
31, 1907, the break was closed, The Colo- 
rado once more was pouring toward the 
Gulf of California and Imperial Valley 
was saved. 

The following day, Ted Mercier ad- 
vanced another important step in his 
career. He married Helen Ferris of Los 
Angeles, a soft spoken, pleasant young 
lady who became his partner in the hu- 
man side of railroading. 


Lasting Monuments 


In 1907 he was made general foreman 
and engineer of bridges and buildings, 
in charge of steel bridge construction. 
Later that year he became engineer and 
general foreman of terminal construction 
at San Pedro and Los Angeles. 

Perhaps Mercier can be given credit 
for giving Los Angeles harbor develop- 
ment a start toward what jit is today. 
Under George Rear, chief bridge engi- 
neer at the time, he was placed in charge 
of constructing San Pedro slip with its 
3700 feet of wharf on concrete piles. He 
also built there the largest bascule 
bridge at that .time—187 feet long and 
carrying two tracks. The .bridge still

-was completed under the direction of the 


Being present at omploye gatherings has been 
one of the pleasant phases of “ATM's” career. 
He has encouraged social and athletic pro- 
grams and has attended them whenever it was 
possible. 


In 1912 he became division engineer 
of the San Joaquin Division, In his first 
weck a tunnel lining near Woodford 
burned, and a rock slide dropped on an- 
other part of the track, giving him a 
double dose of night and day work that 
was increasingly to be his lot. 


The rail in the track over the Teha- 
chapi Mountains was comparatively light 
in those days, 75 pounds to the yard, 
and traffic was heavy, particularly in oil 
tank cars. The top-heavy cars were 
troublesome on the sharply curving 
track, and the division engineer was 
busy at too-frequent intervals making 
repairs after derailments. The Teha- 
chapis were much more wooded than 
now, and in the dry summers fires were 
dangerous. Often Mercier joined the.fire 
brigades on the fighting line and stayed 
with them until the last ember was dead. 


In 1913 he moved back to Los Angeles 
Division as division engineer. That win- 
ter a destructive flood closed the main 
line near Arizona for more than a week. 
He took’ personal charge of replacing a 
trestle washed out just west of Yuma. 
In 86 hours the replacement piles were

She has been his greatest inspiration 
and strength, he says. Her interest in his work and in the people he worked 
with is exemplified by an incident which occurred back in 1907, when they 
were newlyweds and Mercier was assistant district engineer of the southern 
district.

driven and 86 trestle bents averaging 50 
fect high were erected—a speed record 
which may still stand. 

In 1914 floods washed out eight miles 
of the Nordoff branch near Ventura. 
The section foreman reported, “From La 
Cross to Ventura the river is where the 
railroad was.” In eight days Mercicr had 
trains running again over that portion of 
the railroad. 


In 1917 he was named assistant super- 
intendent of the Shasta Division. It was 
during World War I and it was a trying 
job keeping the freight and troop trains 
humping over the 3.8 per cent grades. 


In 1918 he was appointed superintend- 
ent of the Portland Division and then in 
1921, was named general manager of the 
San Diego and Arizona Eastern, an SP 
subsidiary, with headquarters in San 
Diego. Before Jong he was named presi- 
dent and general manager of that com- 
pany. 

Good press relations have been enjoyed by 
SP throughout Mercier's career, one of the 
reasons being his cordiality and readiness in 


answering questions at interviews, such as the 
one shown here on his official car. 


Many develapments in the use of -electronics 
in reitroading, including use of radio {test of 
which he is listening in on here) spotlighted 
the last decade of President Mercier’s career, 


Tn 1929 Mercier became vice president 
and general manager of the Pacific Elec- 
tric Railway centering on Los Angeles, 
one of the Jargest interurban electric 
railways in the world and a subsidiary 
of Southern Pacific. In his positions 
with important subsidiaries, such as this, 
he demonstrated his initiative and ten- 
acity in handling new and varied prob- 
lems. His direct and sincere way of 
dealing with men was, as it always had 
been, outstandingly evident. 


He returned to the parent Southern 
Pacific in 1933 as general manager of 
Pacific Lines, with the huge job of run- 
ning about 8,000 miles of railroad em- 
ploying over 60,000 people. 


In 1938 Mercier was appointed vice 
president, executive department. In De- 
cember, 1941, the Board of Directors 
named him to succeed the late President 
A.D, McDonald, who-had held the reins 
of Southern Pacific Company for nine 
years, prior te his death in November of 
that year. 


The new SP chief executive was faced 
with all the normal problems of running 


a great railroad, plus the trials thar 
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Recognized as one of the country's leading 
camellia growers, "ATM" plans to devote a 
good portion of his leisure time in the garden 
of his Palo Alto home, 


came with wartime demand upon equip- 
ment and personnel. 

World War Hi saw more than 20,000 
men and women from SP and its sub- 
sidiaries in military service. It was Presi- 
dent Mercier who projected “Southern 
Pacific War Service Day,” on June 15, 
1943, when railroad men and women 
joined in honoring their former fellow 
workers in the armed services. They gave 
blood, bought war bonds, and pledged 
anew their unremitting effort toward 
doing a great transportation job. “War 
Service Day” became an annual event 
until the war was won. 


With the return of peace there fell to 
the railroad president the job of restor- 
ing and modernizing a vast railroad 
plant worn by years of war: He super- 
vised the investment of hundreds of 
millions of dollars for new equipment 
including hundreds of new diesel loco- 
motives which virtually revolutionized 
train operations. 


In his railroad career Mercier has seen 
box ‘cars grow from 20-ton to 50-ton 
capacity. He has seen rail increased from 
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a maximum weight of 62 founds per 
yard ‘to more than 130 pounds. Struc- 
tures have been strengthened, new sta- 
tions built, grades and curves eased or 
eliminated, single track doubled. 

He has seen and helped Southern Pa- 
cific meet and overcome seemingly in- 
surmountable obstacles. He has devoted 
his entire business life to the railroad. 
As he has grown and matured, so have 
Southern Pacific and the states it serves. 
Now he is retiring, leaving the direction 
of our great transportation system in 
competent hands. President Mercier has 
served his company faithfully and well. 
He will long be remembered in the 
hearts of those with whom he worked in 
helping to build Southern Pacific Com- 
pany into what it is today. 


A. G, Bays Appointed 
Superintendent, NWP 


{ATEOINTMENT, of A. G. Bays to the 
newly-created position of superin- 
tendent of the Northwestern Pacific Rail- 
road was announced in November by 
G. L. Morrison, vice president and gen- 
eral manager of that road, Bays will have 
charge of general operations of the rail- 
road, whose lines extend between Tibu- 
zon and Eureka. 

Bays started with Southern Pacific as 
a yardman on the Western Division in 
1936, later served as brakeman, conduc- 
tor and assistant trainmaster before be- 
ing made trainmaster on the Rio Grande 
Division in 1950, He moves to his new 
position from trainmaster at Fresno, ant 
will make his home in San Anselmo.

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Railroad Retirement 
Annuities Increased 


AS a result of amendments to the Rail- 
road Retirement Act, approved by 
President Truman on October 30, it is 
estimated that some 250,000 retired em- 
ployes of the nation’s railroads will re- 
ceive pension increases averaging 30 per 
cent, and 150,000 survivors of deceased 
employes will get increases averaging 45 
per cent in their monthly benefits. 

First checks to include some increases 
went out early this month. Other in- 
creases will be made as soon thereafter 
as possible, and will be retroactive to 
the date the amendments went into 
effect. No action is required by any 
beneficiary until notified by the Board. 
The new law does not change the tax- 
rate schedule. 

Most retirement benefits will first be 
raised by 15 per cent. The higher pay- 
ments will go to all persons now on the 
rolls as well as to those who will retire 
in the future. The maximum payments 
will rise from $144 to $165.60 a month. 

A monthly benefit will be allowed for 
the wife of a retired employe over age 
65, providing she is also over age 65 or 
has unmarried children under 18. This 
benefit amounts to 50 per cent of the 
retired employe’s benefit up to a maxi- 
mum of $40. The maximum payable to 
aman and wife will be $205.60. 

Service after age 65 is now creditable 
toward retirement, but the most service 
that can be counted when service before 
1937 is included is stilt 30 years. 

The monthly benefits payable to the 
survivors of deceased railroad cmployes 
will be increased by 3314 per cent 
and lump-sum death payments by 25 per 
cent, The maximum payable to a family 
will rise from $109 to $160 per month,

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ANNUAL INVENTORY OF OFFICE MACHINES DUE 


By P. Kelly 
Supervisor of Office Equipment 


 OUTHERN PACIFIC has in use thou- 
ands of office machines, mainly con- 
sisting of typewriters, calculators, num- 
bering machines, dictating-transeribing 
machines, and duplicating machines, all 
of which represent a sizable investment. 


The use of office machines is an in 
portant function in the operation of the 
railroad and it is necessary that a per- 
petual inventory of these machines be 
maintained. This is done by means of a 
card record in the General Auditor's 
Office. A separate card is kept for each 
machine, showing its complete history 
from the date it is acquired to the time 
it is retircd from company service. 

Yo properly maintain this inventory, 
the General Auditor, near the close of 
each year, requests all offices to which 
office niachines have been assigned to 
render an inventory as of the first of the 
following year. In preparing the inven- 
tories, the offices are asked 10 give par- 
ticular attention to the following: 

Report all office machines, even num- 


bering machines, time recording clocks, 
and time and dating stamps. 


Be sure serial numbers are correctly 
reported. 


Assigned machines which have been 
removed jrom the office temporarily for 
repairs or other reasons should be prop- 
erly listed. 


See that inventory (form CS-5033) is 
signed. 

Complete the inventory not later than 
January 15, and return to General Audi- 
tor with proper transmittal form. 


Forward only the original inventory to 
the General Auditor, sending a copy to 
the officer who normally approves ma- 
chine requisitions for the office preparing 
the inventory, Freight agents should 
send their copy to the division super- 
intendent, 

The “remarks” column of the inven- 
tory should not be used to indicate that 
an office machine is in need of repair or 
replacement. In event a machine is not

ETIREMENT of H. R. Gernreich, 

superintendent Los Angeles Divi- 
sion, and appointment of B. W. Mitchell, 
superintendent San Joaquin Division, to 
succeed him was announced December 1. 
D. P. Boykin, assistant to the general 
manager, SF, was appointed to succeed 
Mitchell at Bakersfield.

HELEN’S PRUNE CAKE 


First, get the pans ready: Grease 2 
large (9-inch) layer pans; line bottoms 
with wax paper and butter the paper. 
Or, use a 9” x 13” x 2” pan. Now the 
ingredients: 

2 cups sifted flour 

1 teasp. soda 

1 teasp. baking powder 

1 teasp. salt 

4% teasp. each, cinnamon, allspice, 

cloves, nutmeg 

2 tablesp. ground chocolate or 
cocoa 

4 eggs, well beaten 

14% cups sugar 

1 cup oil 

1 cup warm water or prune juice 


1 cup chopped cooked prunes 
1 cup chopped walnuts 
i teasp. vanilla 


Sift dry ingredients and set aside. Add 
sugar to beaten eggs; heat well; gradu- 
ally beat in oil, To this mixture add dry 
ingredients and liquid, alternately, a 
little at a time, beating well after each 
addition, Finally stir in the prunes, wal- 
nuis and vanilla. Pour into prepared 
pans. Bake (layers) 35 to 40 min. at 
350°, until done; bake large loaf about 
1 hour. Frost with a butter icing, as 
desired. 

By adding mixed candied fruits, rai- 
sins and the like, this‘makes a delicious 
fruit cake, too! 
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NEW WAY WITH ZUCCHINI 


The other recipe which Helen Giffen 
has “giffen” us is her way of fixing 
zucchini. This is how to do it: 


Cook 134 Ibs. zucchini (whole) in 
poiling salted water until barely tender. 
Meanwhile, heat 3 tablesp. oil in a 
skillet and in it cook gently 3 good-sized 
onions, sliced, until tender but not 
brown. In a medium-sized casserole slice 
about half of the cooked zucchini, then 
put in about half the onions, and pour 
in half a can of tomato soup. Next make 
another layer of zucchini and one of 


onions, adding the rest of the can of 
soup. Over all gprinkle %4 cup grated 
cheese and 4 cup buttered crumbs. Bake 
in a moderate oven (350°) 30 to 45 min- 
utes. Makes 6 big servings. 


EASY-WAY DINNER 

When we made this zuceltini dish we 
rounded out the dinner with pork chops; 
garlic-buttered bread; celery. And for 
dessert, chilled canned peaches and oal- 
meal cookies. Tasted swell. 

Idea: Instead of mashing garlic for 
garlic-buttered bread, try using garlic 
salt. Gives a good flavor witheut bother. 


Christmas Question Box 


Q. Can you reast turkey without 
stuffing it? If so, how? 

A. Yes, indeed! We do it every holi- 
day season. It saves lots of time and 
work, While the turkey roasts, we make 
stuffing as usual, shape it into balls like 
oranges, place the balls on a cooky sheet 
(quite close together) and bake them 
after turkey comes out. 

To prepare the turkey, wash it, salt 
and pepper it inside, rub outside with oil 
or melted turkey fat, Tie legs and wings 
in place with white cord, put turk on 
its ‘back on a rack in-an open shallow 
pan and roast as usual, at:325°, 

How long does it take? Well, when 
you buy the turkey, have it weighed 
after it has been drawn.and its head and 
feet cut off. Allow 3 to 344 hours if it 
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weighs 8 to 10 lbs; 3% to 4 hours if it’s 
a 10-to-14-pounder. (Over 14 Ibs., roast 
at 300°, allowing about 15 min. per Ib.) 

Test for doneness by twisting a drum- 
stick. As soon as the joint “gives” easily, 
the turkey is done. Take it up onto its 
platter and let it stand in a warm place 
while you bake the stuffing halls at 425° 
—hot—about 20 min, Meanwhile, make 
gravy, mash the potatoes, etc. The turkey 
will be all the better for standing. 


Q. When we try to “blaze” our 
plum pudding it always fizzles, Can 
you tell us just what to do? 

A. Dip a few sugar cubes in lemon 
extract, set them on ihe pudding, and 
light them. They will burn nicely.
